There are, however, two character 


istics that must be maintained in our 
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animals if the Holstein is to continue 
to be the Dairy Cow of Tomorrow. 
The first is “The Will to Milk.” This 
is an intangible something that some 
cows have in varying degree. It can 
enly be partially detected by outward 
appearances. We try to appraise it on 
our score card by the bracket which 
we call “dairy character.” Stand two 
cows with equal angularity, sharpness 
and apparent dairy character, side by 
side, feed them properly and perhaps 
one will produce twice as much as the 
other. The difference is the “will to 
milk.” In recent years, as interest in 
correct type has increased, I have no- 
ticed that some have a tendency to 
think, “If the type is right the animal 
must produce satisfactorily.” This is 
a dangerous assumption and could end 
in disaster. However much we may 
admire the true type cow let us con- 
tinue the scales and Bab- 
cock test for our appraisal of her real 
value,

mals is strength of constitution, to 
permit them to endure the strain of 
heavy production over a long period 
of usefulness. Here again the best 
interpretation of the score card can 
only partially evaluate this character-

time producers seem to me most ap- 
propriate. ‘The Holstein has become 
the popular farmer’s cow largely be- 
cause she excels in these characteristics. 
The will to milk and the stamina to 
carry on. 

There is a tendency to become com- 
placent about this as we seek refine- 
ments, and to believe that these 
characteristics are firmly fixed in our 
breed and will persist without much 
consideration on our part. This, too, 
is a dangerous assumption. The 
thinking of our breeders today will be 
reflected in the kind of cattle we have 
ten years hence. 

As we see the wonderful improve- 
ments in the general technology of 
food production, we must realize that 
dairy production, in spite of Govern- 
ment controls and artificial manipu- 
lations, must eventually meet the 
rugged competition for the consumer’s 
food dollar. This may mean sweep- 
ing improvements in production meth- 
ods, and surely more mechanization 
and less manual labor. It will also 
mean less coddling and less attention 
to individual animals. 

As seed stock producers we should 
be aware of this situation and concern 
ourselves with the development of ani- 
mals that can be readily adjusted to 
more mechanized operations. Cows 
that require hand milking or other 
special attention will have no place in 
the dairy business of tomorrow. 

We need to keep our feet on the 
ground and not overlook the funda- 
mentals involved in the production of 
a useful kind of cow.

Let’s look at these state and local 
organizations of ours and see if by 
looking at all of them in total and see- 
ing what they are doing if we can get 
a better appreciation of how they fit 
into the over-all picture; if we can 
determine be most effec- 
tive in this—our job of promoting and 
improving the Holstein cow or as has 
been so aptly put, this business of 
“Making the Certificate of Registry 
Mean More” on our Holstein cattle. 


First of all, and_ local 
organizations have a total membership 
of just over 20,000 people. Now I know 
and you know that not all of this 
20,000 can be classified as real pro- 
moters of the breed. Our organiza- 
tion, like any other, is made up of 
people that pretty largely fall into 
three classes as far as their contribu- 
tion to the organization is concerned. 
There are some that are up on their 
toes and ready to go do something— 
they are the leaders. There are some 
who are standing flat-footed waiting 
to be led or shown what to do—they 
can, with proper leadership, become 
powerful forces. Then there are some 
who do have their heels set in the 
ground and offer a lot of resistance to 
everything. The success or failure of 
any organization depends largely on 
the proportion of each of these groups

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which makes up its membership. We 
in our Holstein organizations have 
been blessed with a liberal number of 
leaders who are up on their toes and 
going somewhere; we have many who 
are standing flat-footed waiting to get 
started; and only a relatively few who 
have their heels dug in and are pulling 
backwards. Our job—yours and mine 
—is to give those with leadership abil- 
ity something to go with it, to nudge 
those who are standing into getting 
started, and to persuade those who are 
pulling back to at least put a little 
slack in the lead strap. 


Our state and local Holstein clubs 
are primarily promotional organiza- 
tions. The work they do is basically 
devoted to improving, expanding and 
promoting Holsteins That they are 
effective is evidenced by some of the 
statistics on the size and scope of their 
activities. 

During 1957 they held 171 
and White Shows with 12,000 
head of Holsteins exhibited, to say 
nothing of the 2,000 other fairs and 
shows where Registered Holsteins were 
shown. Every every breeder 
and every animal at these shows, is 
telling a Holstein story to someone.

They held 91 Holstein Consignment 
Sales with over 5,000 animals sold dur- 
ing 1957. Every one of these sales and 
every animal in the sale tells a tre- 
mendous story of the breeder's herd 
and of our breed. 

Over 1,100 Barn Meetings, field 
days, twilight meetings and demon- 
strations were held with some 50,000 
people attending. Every one of these 
events arranged to tell a specific Hol- 
stein story. 

Add to this, Membership Campaigns 
where Holsteins have to be talked; 
Junior program where interest, en- 
thusiasm and future leaders are de 
veloped; and all the other activities of 
each and every Holstein Club, and it’s 
small wonder that we wind up being 
the biggest Dairy Breed Organization 
in the world. 

Our progress from this point on will 
continue, as it has in the past, to be 
in direct ratio to the amount of time, 
energy, skill and talent that is con 
tributed by our members both as in- 
dividuals and through their organized 
groups. We will move forward ac- 
cording to the amount of push that 
you and all the other Holstein breed- 
ers put behind this job of “Keeping 
the Holstein Ball Rolling.” 

Since the Extension Service of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica has been charged with the respon- 
sibility of guiding and directing the 
Organized efforts of this Holstein 
movement in local clubs, I'll speak just 
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a moment about your Extension pro- 
gram and your field staff. 

As you know, our present field staff 
consists of 15 men. These are the men 
who are trying to coordinate the ac- 
tivities of these 484 state and local 
clubs. Your best interest and the 
best interest of Holstein breeders 
everywhere is going to be served when 
these men do their work in organized 
groups. Their efforts are going to be 
most effective when they can carry in- 
formation, ideas and suggestions to 
you and your neighbors when you are 
all together. 

The amount of personal service 
these men can give any one farm, any 
one community or any one Holstein 
Club is limited, and will become even 
more limited as we continue to grow 
and expand. Our Extension policy, 
approved by you folks through your 
Board of Directors, reads, ‘““The Field- 
men will assist in organizing the vari- 
ous groups and in the selection of com- 
mittees who will carry out the (ex- 


tension) program with the individual 
breeders.” 

We will continue to work 
compliance with this policy. 
continue to make maximum use of 
planning conferences and program 
planning meetings in order to make 
the Fieldmen’s time most effective. We 
will continue to depend on you as 
voluntary local leaders to help plan 
and carry out organized activities in 
your community. 

Our greatest advancement in pro- 
moting and improving and expanding 
our breed can come through increased 
participation in these activities. 

We need to increase participation in 
all of our programs whether it be 
shows, or sales, or classification pro- 
grams, or testing programs, or educa- 
tional meetings.

One statistic that so far as we know 
has not been compiled previously is 
the rating of the top dam-daughter 
pairs in lifetime production. 

On the basis of milk there is no 
challenger in sight for the Overbrook 
pair, Essex Susie Sweet, and her daugh- 
ter Essex Suzone Susie. Their records 
total 500,553 Ibs. milk, which is over 
50,000 Ibs. ahead of the nearest com- 
petitor. They tested a flat 3% but on 
volume are still able to rank fifth for 
fat. 

The leader for years for fat and sec- 
ond for milk was the Pellissier pair, 
the individual champion, Pansco Hazel 
and her daughter. Now their fat total 
of 16,314 lbs. has just been nosed out 
by a famous pair, U N H Perfection 
Echo and U N H Mike Liza — with 
their 16,341-lb. total credits as of May 
31. Liza is still going strong with over 
1000 Ibs. in her latest lactation — so 
the margin will widen. The new lead- 
ing pair was milked 2X throughout. 
University of New Hampshire, as is 
well known, is breeder and owner. 
Another close fit for third place for 
fat also has a living member and may 
well go by the old California Cham- 
pions. This is Penstate Inka Pathfind- 
er Star, our only six-times 1000-lb. cow 
and her dam.

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The News Is Good (Con’td) 


Last year in this annual issue under this same heading 
we recited a number of items of good news in the Holstein 
situation. Again we can say that last year was the biggest 
year in the history of our Association, and again the cur- 
rent year is running substantially ahead of previous rec- 
ords. 

Our first item was the six months record of applica- 
tions for registry and transfer received at Brattleboro. 

Ihe registry figure of 127,127 in the first six months 
of 1957 was compared last year with 124,875 in 1956 and 
120,111 in the 1955 period. The 1958 figure for the first 
six months of the year is 138,913—up over 9% from the 1957 
period. Nearly half this gain came in the month of June 
following the action by the Convention in raising fees un- 
der some circumstances, as of November 1, 1958. We were 
leading nicely, however, before the new fee schedules were 
adopted. 

In the transfers we are again running well ahead of 
last year with a six months figure of 71,540 applications, 
compared with 68,140 in 1957, 66,905 in 1956 and 63,800 
in the 1955 period. The current year led the previous year 
in five out of the six months. 

Pleasing also again is the continuing increase in ap- 
plications for membership in the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. The current six months’ figures are 1178, 
compared with 1074, 918 and 887 in the preceding years. 
Again, every month, exceeded the previous year. When the 
new registry fee schedules go into effect November 1, 1958 
there will be a strong stimulus (50 cent discount per regis- 
try for dual members) for a further rapid growth in mem- 
bership in both the National and State associations. 

The cows have also continued to do their part. Since 
our report a year ago, we have had 11 new national 
champions in the AR division and four in the Herd Test. 
New records were set up all the way from two years up to 
fourteen years of age. 


A total of 67 records above 1,000 Ibs. fat have been 
officially reported; 42 on 3X and 25 on 2X. These include 
two over 1300 lbs. fat on 2X and four above 1200 Ibs. on 
3X with a top of 1403 lbs. Eighteen others were over 
1100 Ibs., (six on 2X and 12 on 3X). 


Ihe geography of these records covers 19 states — 
coast to coast. Wisconsin leads with eleven 1000 lb. records 
reported during this period, Illinois follows closely with 
ten; Washington next with eight; Indiana and New York 
following with five each; Michigan and Massachusetts four 
each; California and Maryland three each; New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania and Arizona two each, and Col- 
orado, Virginia, Vermont, South Dakota, New Jersey and 


Oklahoma one each. 


During the year one cow of our breed completed her 
sixth record above 1000-lbs. and another her fifth record 
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above 1100 Ibs., both new honors for our breed on official 
test. 


Thus the cows really have done their part too. 


Market Upturn 


Again we are pleased to report an increased inventory 
value per head for every breeder of purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cattle in the U.S. Again for the fourth consecutive 
year we can report first half year sale prices that are 
substantially up from the previous year — $38 per head on a 
10% increase in number of animals sold. Here are the 
figures covering the past four years:

Even the second quarter by itself maintained a lead 
over the 1957 quarter, in spite of the effect of the Osborn- 
dale dispersal in May 1957 which had no counterpart this 
year. Of course no one will regret that we lost no seed 
stock herd of similar brilliance in the current period. 

This market strengthening was right in line with 
expectations expressed in this column a year ago. While 
price supports were lowered, the effect seems to have 
strengthened the convictions of dairymen that their need is 
for better cows. The Holstein cow has been the majority 
choice of new buyers as well as of present owners. 


Also supporting the market has been the strength of 
beef prices. When packing companies will pay up to $300 
and over for Holstein cows for beef, it really puts a floor 
under the Holstein market unequalled by any other breed. 
Every cow comes to the end of the road some day, and the 
amount of salvage for beef is a very important item to dairy 
herd owners. 

Beef prices are apparently to continue strong for some 
time. Also we have seen official predictions that milk pro- 
duction seems to be leveling off. If this continues, there 
should be a strengthening of wholesale milk prices as our 
population continues to increase. That of course also finds 
its expression in the Holstein market place. 


Buying Opportunities Ahead 


In our Public Sale Calendar, appearing near the back 
of this issue, we have a fine lot of sales listed — about 30% 
more than last year at this time. They are very widely dis- 
tributed geographically and we are particularly pleased to 
see so many consignment sales scheduled in areas where 
Holsteins are not in the majority. Fine breed promotion. 

Readers in the South are particularly reminded of the 
buying opportunities that will be found at their doorstep. 
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For example, five sales are scheduled this summer in 
North Carolina that are of a quality to attract buyers from 
a considerable distance. Also in Georgia, Florida, Arkansas 
and Tennessee consignment sales are scheduled under 
careful sponsorship. 


Throughout the country there is listed a great line-up 
of consignment sales, many by state and county associa- 
tions and other established fixtures in this field, together 
with some dispersal sales that will provide attractive buy- 
ing opportunities. 

The advertising columns of this publication will spell 
opportunity to many prospective buyers. You can buy 
with the assurance that Holstein auctions in general op- 
erate under a dependable code of fair play. 

This far flung system of reputable public sales is a 
tremendous asset to the Holstein industry. Whether you 
are in the market to buy or have desirable surplus to sell, 
there is an established market that gives assurance of fair 
valuations. 


The 1958 All-American Awards 


Important Changes In Eligibility Announced 


At the meeting of our All-American Nominating Com- 
mittee last year, the subject of liberalizing the eligibility 
requirements in All-American competition was discussed. As 
a result we have decided upon some important changes. 

For 1958 — the 34th Annual All-American awards — 
we will expand eligibility to cover the following: 

1. The Ist, 2d, and 3d place winners in each of the 
14 All-American classes (5 males, 7 females, 2 groups) at 
the National Dairy Cattle Congress and 
Dairy Show. 


International 


2. The Ist and 2d place winners at officially designated 
Regional Shows. 

3. The Ist and 2d place winners at State Fairs where 
200 Holsteins or more are in competition in the open 
classes. 

4. First prize winners at other State Fairs and State 
Black and White Shows. 


Entry Blanks Now To Be Used 


Because of the larger number of potential entries un- 
der the new rules, we are this year for the first time ask- 
ing owners to fill out and file an entry on each animal or 
group. This will greatly facilitate the work of the Nominat- 
ing Committee and will make sure that our presentation of 
facts to the Committee and to the public is complete and 
accurate. 

We shall make the new entry blanks as available as 
possible to successful exhibitors. They may also be had 
upon request to this office. 

Every entry, of course, calls for a suitable unre- 
touched picture of each animal or group, as the judging 
is done on a combination of picture and season’s show 
performance. The responsibility of securing and submit- 
ting suitable pictures of eligible animals rests with the 
owner in every case. 


One long standing requirement is that pictures of ani- 
mals, particularly milking females, shall show the subject 
in substantially the same stage of development as when 
exhibited. (Thus a cow shown dry or stale, cannot be pic- 


tured for All-American 
freshening.)

The recommended size for pictures is about 5” x 7”. 
All pictures should be sent with completed entry forms 
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to Holstein-Friesian World, Lacona, N. Y. Closing date for 
receiving pictures is October 31, 1958 (except as especially 
arranged for November shows). 


How The Awards Are Made 
Most of our readers are familiar with our judging 
procedures in connection with the All-American awards 
but for the record we will present the details here. 


Judging Procedure 

A Nominating Committee (usually of 3 members) will 
carefully consider all photographs of eligible animals, and 
choose for Nomination the top six entries in each class. 
These Nominations are published in the World and 
submitted to the All-American Committee for voting. The 
committee is made up of the judges of leading fairs of the 
U. S. for the current season and usually numbers about 25. 
The committee members vote separately by mail and in- 
dicate in each class their first, second and third choice. 
Point values are assigned as follows: Each first place vote, 
7 points; second place, 3 points and third place, | point. 
By simple arithmetic, the awards of All-American and 
Reserve All-American are determined in order of total 
points. Every nominee receiving eight points or more is 
given Honorable Mention. 


Everything points to a fine show season in 1958 and 
strong competition in the World All-American post-season 
show. 


The usual All-American Judging Contest will be staged 
—so keep track of the winners through the season.

Freezing Bovine Spermatozoa in Milk 
Diluents 

Effects of milk solids level, level of 
glycerol and method of adding it, 
equilibration time, and addition of 
sugars to milk diluents, on the sur- 
vival of spermatozoa after freezing 
were studied. Heated and _ cysteine- 


treated homogenized milk and skim- 
milk diluents gave survival rates after 
freezing equal to those obtained with 
egg yolk-citrate diluent. Spermatozoa 
frozen in milk diluents maintained 
higher motility after thawing and 
storage at +5 degrees C. than those 
frozen in egg yolk-citrate. In skim- 
milk diluent, prefreezing glycerol 
equilibration periods of 30 min, and 
4 hr. resulted in a spermatozoan sur- 
vival equal to or better than 18 hr. 
Adding 1.25% fructose to a skimmilk 
diluent resulted in a significant in- 
crease in freezability of bull sperma- 
tozoa as compared to untreated con- 
trols. 

Reconstituted skimmilk gave opti- 
mum spermatozoan survival when the 
glycerol percentage by volume 
equalled the total solids percentage 
by weight, and when both were 9 or 
11%.

Summary of the proved sire records 
compiled in 1957. The USDA Dairy- 
Herd Improvement Letter for April 
presents an interesting table showing 
daughter averages for sires grouped 
according to the butterfat production 
range by 25-lb. intervals of the dams to 
which they were mated. The tabula- 
tion includes 5265 sires, of which 2669 
maintained or increased production 
and 2596 showed a decrease in daugh- 
ter production as compared with their 
dams. ‘lhe ranged from less 
than 200 lbs. fat to over 650 Ibs.

A very nice gathering of Holstein 
breeders and friends were on hand 
for the 1958 Louisiana State Holstein 
meeting. The meeting was held near 
Baton Rouge in a restaurant that 
must be noted for slow service. Presi- 
dent Miller seeing the situation start- 
ed the program before the meal was 
served and the entire program was 
almost completed before everyone was 
served. Had he waited, the meeting 
would have lasted all night. 

Dr. J. E. Johnston of L. S. U. was 
the principal speaker and spoke about 
“Adaptability of Holsteins the 
Southern Heat.” Under some experi- 
ments that have been run at L. S. U. 
it was found that the heat was not the 
determining factor in regard to their 
adaptability but rather the quality of 
forage fed and grazing management. 
These experiments were run under 
controlled conditions using one group 
of cows in an air conditioned room at 
65 degrees. The other group at 92 
degrees. On a 20 day trial they found 
that the air conditioned cows only 
produced 4 lbs. of milk more than 
those at outside temperatures. Their 
conclusions were: (1) that a cow must 


to 


want to eat and heat will decrease this 
want so you must have quality forage 
to stimulate eating. (2) Provide shade 
in the daytime. (3) Let her forage at 
night. (4) Holsteins are adaptable if 
the farmer will adapt conditions to 
help the cow. (Note: One way of keep- 
ing a college professor from speaking 
too long came out of the slow food 
service. Put him on the program be- 
fore the meal is served and when 
food starts arriving he will come to a 
quick conclusion of his talk.) 

Much discussion in the meeting cen- 
tered around internal organizational 
problems of the state association. 
These seemed to be fairly well ironed 
out by the close of the meeting. 

All in all this was a very spirited 
and interesting meeting. The folks 
proved they were capable of handling 
their business and the committee re- 
ports proved that the Association is 
not just meeting once a year but are 
getting the necessary things done dur- 
ing the rest of the year. To head this 
growing, enthusiastic group for the 
coming year Herb Miller, Presi- 
dent; Burl Roy, Ist Vice President;

UTAH JOINS BRUCELLOSIS-FRCE 
STATES 

On June 1, Utah was declared a 
modified-certified brucellosis-free area

CURTISS STUD OCCUPIES 
NEW BUILDING 


On Saturday, June 14, the Curtiss 
IMproved Stud Service officially open- 
ed its newly constructed office and 
laboratory building which is located 
on the outskirts of Cary, Illinois, 40 
miles northwest of Chicago. Over 500 
farmers, technicians, and other inter- 
ested visitors were on hand to inspect 
the new facilities and tour the bull 
barns. 

Of masonry construction, the build- 
ing contains 9000 sq. ft. of floor space, 
of which about two-thirds is devoted 
to the laboratory. The entire build- 
ing is air-condiioned and_ provisions 
have been made for emergency elec- 
tric service in the event of a power 
failure. 

The building features special tem- 
perature controlled rooms where the 
semen is processed and packaged. A 
refrigerated packing table is in use to 
insure that the semen is kept at a 
constant temperature. 

Among the new equipment that is 
available is a special phase micro- 
scope and hi-lite illuminator for use 
in sperm evaluation. 

It is estimated that with the new 
facilities Curtiss has the capacity to 
process and package sufficient semen 
to service over 100,000 cows a week, in 
addition to making room for a more 
extensive research program. At the 
present time service is offered in 43 
states through some 260 locally owned 
and operated distributorships that em- 
ploy an additional 729 technicians. 

General Manager H D. Adams 
states that this is only the first stage 
of a long range building program 
which includes the construction of a 
string of bull barns in the immediate 
vicinity of the laboratory.

U. S. SOLDIERS WANT MORE 
MILK TO DRINK 


F. Konishi and co-workers recently 
reported in the Journal of Nutrition 
63, 41 (1957) their observations at 
Fort Carson, Colorado, where 100 
healthy male soldiers were allowed 
complete self-selection of a variety of 
acceptable foods for a period of four 
weeks. 

Fresh fluid milk was found to be 
the one food item in greatest demand 
under this _ self-selection regimen, 
namely, the average fluid milk con- 
sumption was slightly over one and 
one-half quarts per soldier per day, 
which is slightly more than three 
times the allowance (one pint) under 
the World War II ration program of 
the U. S. Army. 


If our soldiers want more milk to 
drink, let’s see to it that it is being 
made available to them!

OVER TWO MILLION COWS. ON 
TEST 


More than 2 million dairy cows, 10.3 
percent of the Nation’s total, are now 
enrolled in the three record-keeping 
plans making up the National Coop 
erative Dairy Herd Improvement Pro- 
gram, the U. S. Department of Agri 
culture has announced. 

[his cooperative program between 
USDA and the State Extension services 
has been an important factor in herd 
improvement for more than 50 years. 
Currently the program offers three 
different ways tor keeping records of 
individual cows in participating herds. 
Dairy record keeping has repeatedly 
proved its value as a means of in- 
creasing the efficiency and lowering 
the cost of milk production. 

The Jan. 1, 1958, survey shows that 
1,548,884 cows were in the Standard 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
plan; 490,001 were in the Owner-Sam- 
pler plan; and 79,489 were enrolled 
in the new Weigh-A-Day-A-Month 
plan. This latter plan was started in 
the fall of 1956. 

The number of cows enrolled in 
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the Standard Plan is 4.7 percent high- 
er than the total on Jan. |, 1957; the 
number for the Owner-Sampler Plan 
is 21% higher than a year earl- 
ier; and Owner-Sampler is up 73.2 
percent over a year earlier. 

The long-term goal of the present 
expanded program is to enroll at least 
12 million cows, or about 50 percent 
of the Nation’s dairy cattle. Fifty-two 
years of record keeping have shown 
the value of the work. In 1906, the 
first year in which the DHIA_ was 
operated, the 239 cows tested produced 
an average of 5,300 pounds of milk 
and 215 pounds of butterfat. In 1956, 
the last year for which detailed records 


are available, DHIA cows produced 
an average of 9,713 pounds of milk 
and 383 pounds of butterfat. 

Dairy production demon- 
strate that the cost per unit of produc- 
tion moves steadily downward as milk 
yields per cow increase. Recent DHIA 
figures show that a cow producing 
5,000 pounds of milk annually re- 
turns an average of only $136 over 
feed costs, and that her feed cost per 
100 pounds of milk totals $2.72. In 
contrast, a producing 11,000 
pounds of milk a year shows a return 
of $272 over feed costs and her feed 
cost per 100 pounds of milk is only 
about $1.78.—U.S.D.A.,

What The Dairy Researchers Are Doing 


The 53rd Annual Meeting of the 
American Dairy Science Association 
held at North Carolina State College, 
June 16 - 19, 1958, was one of its most 
successful meetings. The registration, 
1745 men, women and children, ex- 
ceeded that of any previous meeting. 
This meeting was a fitting climax to a 
year of growth for the Association, 
when memberships have exceeded 
2400, student affiliate memberships 
600 and subscribers to the Journal of 
Dairy Science 1600. 


Eighty-one papers were presented 
before the Manufacturing Section and 
132 before the Production and Exten- 
sion Sections. 


It is of interest to note the nature 
of the papers presented in 1958, as 
compared to 25 or more years ago. It 
brings one to the realization that re- 
has changed decidedly from 
that of an applied nature to that of a 
fundamental nature.

In more recent years, the physicists, 
chemists, bacteriologists and gene- 
ticsts have found the dairy industry a 
fertile field for study, in an endeavor 
to learn more about the chemistry 
and bacteriology of milk and its pro- 
ducts and the feeding and breeding of 
cattle, in an endeavor to find out the 
reasons why things work as they do 
and in an endeavor to bring about 
new and improved products and im- 
proved dairy cattle.

PRODUCTION VS. POPULATION 


How many more cows would have 
been needed in the nation’s dairy 
herds last year if milk production per 
cow in 1957 had been that of 1925? 

Nearly fifty per cent more dairy 
cows (an additional 10 million head— 
for a toal of 30/2 million cows) would 
have been needed to supply the quan- 
tity of milk consumed last year, says 
the National Dairy Council in the 
1958 edition of its annual publica- 
tion, “How Americans Use Their 
Dairy Foods,” issued this month. 

For further comparison of the 
economic significance of the sharply 
rising trend in production per cow, 
NDC points out that at 1940 rates of 
production, 33 per cent more cows 
would have been needed for 1958 
consumption; and even the yield as 
recently as 1950 would have required 


15 per cent more dairy animals to 


handle the 1958 demand for milk. 
“Farmers can be proud,” says Mil- 
ton Hult, NDC President, “of the 
tremendous progress they have made 
in breeding, feeding and improved 
product handling — all of which con 
tribute to the production records es 
tablished year. And the differ- 
ential between production and con- 
sumption is narrowing. Through last 
year’s 126.4 billion pounds of milk 
was an all-time high, the human pop 
ulation ever greate1 
rate, causing milk production per per- 
son to decline from 747 pounds in 
1956 to 738 per person in 1957.”

000 Ibs. Her Rosafe Centurion daugh- 
ter sold for $1100 in the 1958 U. S. 
National Convention Sale at Spring- 
field. 

The other queen of the herd is 
Bond Haven Rag Apple Juliet (VG), 
also 16 years old, with 17 female des- 
cendants in the herd. She once 
the North American champion junior 
2-year-old with 22,000 lbs. of milk and 
915 Ibs. fat. Four of her yearly records 
are over 900 Ibs. Juliet has had 10 
calves and another is hoped for by 
Spring Farm Fond Hope. She has an 
ABC Reflection Sovereign daughter 
making a great 2-year-old record.

Glenafton’s neat green barns sit at 
the top of the hill overlooking 500 
well kept acres. A force of 9 men 
handle the field work and care for 
the herd of 140 head. About 55 head 
are in milk, 12 on 3X in box stalls, 
the rest in the other barn on a 2X 


schedule. The milking herd now in 
cludes 25 daughters of Rosafe Cen- 
turion. Nineteen of them have now 
completed first calf records with an 
average of 15,837 lbs. milk, 3.79%, 
598.7 Ibs. fat, 11 on 3X, 8 on 2X, at 
an average age of 2 years and 98 days. 
This is a BCA (breed class average) 
of 144% for milk and 147°, for fat— 
a truly remarkable showing. They 
look the part—tall, angular heifers

[ am sure it’s unnecessary to add 
that we cannot fully measure the im- 
pact of this healthy development with 
either statistics or dollar signs. In a 
broader sense, these new Holstein 
the raw material from 
which an even brighter future is be- 
ing built. As their herds grow and 
develop, they will, without question, 
become important factors in keeping 
the ball rolling for many years to 
come. 

Of course, all of this did not just 
happen. This is, after all, a highly 
competitive age—an age where it is no 
longer enough just to build a better 
mousetrap or breed a better cow. You 
must tell the world about it! And 
that is the big job that our program 
of breed advertising and promotion is 
designed to handle. 

It has often been said that the Regis- 
tered Holstein cow's chief competition 
lies in her grade half-sisters—the black 
and white cows which produce the 
bulk of the nation’s milk supply. Just 
as these grade Holstein herds dominate 
commercial dairying, their owners 
provide our most fertile market for 
the Registered Holstein idea. And, it 
is an idea that we are trying to sell 

the idea that it will pay these 
grade Holstein dairymen to gradually 
switch over to registered animals. 

We can safely assume that the peo- 
ple we want to attract are the kind of 
dairymen who are keenly interested in 
stepping up the efficiency of their 
operations—in plainer terms, those 
who want bigger dairy profits. 

There is every indication that senti- 
ment is no longer a factor to be reck- 
oned with in farm management. The 
successful modern dairyman  is—and 
must be—a hard-headed businessman. 
He bases his decisions on facts 
invests his working capital where re- 
turns are greatest.

ownership and thrill of accomplish- 
ment. Certainly, none of us will deny 
that there are many priceless intangi- 
bles involved in the breeding of Regis- 
tered Holstein cattle. To be com- 
pletely realistic, however, we must face 
up to the fact that these are experi- 
ences which must be lived. Words 
just will not forge them into a truly 
effective sales tool. 


In recent years we have seen whole 
breeds of swine and poultry virtually 
disappear from American farms. And 
it is significant to note that not all of 
them were poor money makers. In 
many cases, they dropped out of the 
picture largely because their breeders 
overlooked the necessity of promoting 
in the practical words of the potential 
customer but insisted upon speaking 
the language of the fancier to the man 
most interested in immediate dollars- 
and-cents considerations. 


All of these things make it increas- 
ingly apparent that our promotional 
work must continue to place major 
emphasis on our breed’s many dollars- 
and-cents advantages. 

This does not mean, of course, that 
we should embark upon flamboyant 
and unethical advertising campaigns. 
Throughout our history, we have based 
our advertising and promotion on the 
hard facts of the Holstein cow’s superi- 
ority in the profit column. Properly 
applied, these facts will do the job. 
There is no need for high powered 
and unsubstantiated claims. 


If we are to continue our pattern of 
growth and expansion, we must never 
lose sight of the need for packaging 
our facts attractively and spotlighting 
them in ways that will focus attention 
on our breed. The personal contact, 
the Black and White Show, the meet- 
ing, the press release, the radio or TV 
program, the printed brochure and the 
paid advertisement—all have an im- 
portant role in=the truly balanced 
promotional program. For maximum 
results, we need them all. No one of 
them will do the job alone. The 
job ahead is a big one. Breed pro- 
motion, to be completely effective, re- 
quires the effort and the cooperation 
of everyone in the industry. It’s a 
job that demands the energies of every 
individual Holstein breeder and of 
every state and local Holstein club 
along with those of the national organ- 
ization. 

This, then, is the challenge of tell- 
ing others about Registered Holsteins. 
In the United States today there are 
more than 700,000 herds of grade Hol- 
steins—700,000 fertile fields to plant 
with the seed of the Registered Hol- 
stein idea. The owners of these herds 
provide a potentially tremendous new 
market for our cattle as well as a 
source of new vitality for our indus- 
try and our organization, by telling 
them about Registered Holsteins and 
selling them on the Registered Hol- 
stein idea we can keep the ball roll- 
ing toward greater ‘“‘greatest 
years.”

By Maintaining Our Leadership

The position of anchor man on 
this winning team which has its heart 
set on “Keeping the Holstein Ball 
Rolling” is not a particularly difficult 
one. For those who really know the 
industry, there is little doubt that Hol- 
steins will continue to lead the field.

We are all aware that the dairy in- 
dustry in our country represents a 
major part of the great agricultural 
revolution which we are experiencing.

Beyond these four fundamentals 
there is another which is all encompass- 
ing and which strikes home to all of 
us assembled here in this 73rd Annual 
Convention.

It is the 
leadership within our industry which 
will determine whether we will remain 
in the mainstream of progress or if we 
will wind up in a whirlpool of con- 
fusion. In either case we can have 
plenty of breed activity, but only by 
remaining in the mainstream will this 
activity be productive. In our posi- 
tion of leadership both within the 
breed and within the industry we 
must concentrate on fundamentals, we

On the contrary, it is to say 
that we must be aggressive in our 
willingness to change, not just for the 
sake of changing, however, but to ac- 
celerate our progress along a well-de- 
fined, direct course toward our ulti- 
mate goal. This takes leadership . 
the kind that wants to see beyond 
today, the kind that appraises our 
present position, evaluates our poten- 
tial, and is willing to provide the mo- 
mentum, personal and financial, to 
realize that potential. We must not 
let little things impede our progress or 
make mountains out of mole hills in 
our programs and their execution. We 
must not be selfish or petty in our 
decisions. These are degrading and 
cancerous to aggressive leadership and 
along with complacency they repre 
sent our greatest potential enemies. 

Fundamentally, the problems which 
face us today are problems of prog- 
ress — of growth and expansion. These 
are problems and challenges which we 
must face up to with positive think- 
ing and positive action. We have nu- 
merous Opportunities in the official 
business of our Association today to 
flex our leadership muscles and prove 
our interest in extending our breed's 
leadership. We cannot afford to be 
timid or faint hearted. 

The leadership within our breed is 
mature and experienced. We dare 
not let it become soft because of pro- 
longed periods of well-being in the 
breed. We must continue to challenge 
to the fullest our creativeness, our 
originality, and our efforts for ever 


greater achievements of which we are 
fully capable.
